Although neither the names nor 
activities of +he arrested men have 
been mode known. it is believed that 
they have nerpetrated numerous ter- 
roristic acts against Japanese ration- 
als ‘and backers of the Nanking 
régime.

My name is Lee su sung, age 57, native of C’ ankiang, 
W/Unemployed hawker, residing House 11, lane 35 ginza Road. 

I was born in Ghinkiang and since boyhood worked on 
the farm of my father until the age of 38. I then came to 
Shanghai and worked as a coolie in a coal hong in Hongkew for 
three years. Prom then until 1932 I sold cigaretts and candies 
on a ship phying vetween ghanghai and Hankow. 

Following the local hostilities in 1932, I setup a 
cigarette stall in Hongkew, remov:ng to Sinze Road upon the 
outbreak of nostilities in 1937. 

In January this year I joined the Iai An Gambling 
Den in QGhapei as assistant but lost the job when the den was 
closed in August. Since then I have been selling cigaretts and 
candies on - ship viyien 20 wimomiat and Qhungming. This ship 
was damaged in a collision in the latter part of September, 
so IT am now idle. 

On the early morning of 16/10/41 I was arrested by 
the Police at my home and handed over to the Japanese 
Gendarmerie. at the Gendarmerie H-.Q- I was questioned on three 
occasions, Vis, morning of October 16, morning ef getoder 18 
or 19, ané afternoon of Cetober 18 or 19.
